4, Dolly Me Intyre anno vine ed a seminar on oral history would be presented 
by Third Century U.D.A, rat Miami Dade Community College downtown campus 
April 5*Sat* from 0 to 12 and 1:30 to 4:30. 

5* Survey committee reported It's latest activity Is helping the guidebook 
committee plan tours. 

6. President read a letter from Ms. Barbara Hofstat,editor of the West Palm 
guidebook which was In reply to requests for Information on how they got 
their book printed. 

7. Dot Young reported she had inquired how to get a charity day at the 
race track,application must be made 30 days in advance and be approved 
by the state, the track handles all details after application Is made.

It was suggested we try to get a speaker to talk about the Key West Old 
Island Foundation's experience with preservation laws, Sally pointed out 
therfc Is much difficulty enfor^clng these laws, especially zpnlng, that 
a shrimp market was planned across from her Key West home whlchsshe was 
fighting, 

Mary Dorsey asked if a trip to Ft, Jeffereson could be Included in the 
Key West weekend and Sally replied It could not because of time and

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Audobon Society which had a trip to Ft* Jefferson planned for May,

Sun, April 20 schedule merely discussed, would Include visit to A|;mory 
and Martello Towers departure early In afternoon for Miami to enjoy 
beautifull trip across Florida Keys with special commentary on same. 

8, Poe Harrlsson discussed problems of restoration of Biltmore especially 
building code restrictions and adked for DHT to take an official stand 
on this. There was general agreement that something must be done to 
make It easier for restoration efforts but DHT at this time could hot 
make an official stand, 
passed 

9* iMotion was macdw that Joe Harrison and John Gibson be co-chairman of 
a commltte to study the problems mentioned by Joe, to approach the 
county to learn about the building code and seek ways to aid restoration 
projects. Their report to be ready In a couple months, 

10, Pres, Dolly MCINTYRE annonced Nat, Pres, week is May 12-18, DHT is 
planning a dinner at Allan Bliss' Commodore Rowing and Sailing Club 
with a speaker on appropriate topic and nominate honarary members to 
DHT such as Margery Stoneman Douglas, these people would also be 
advisors to our organization, Dolly offered her home as laltemate 
locale for Nat, Pres, Week dinner, 

11, Pres, mentioned need to establish a crtleria for speaking out on 
DHT sponsored projects so an unathorlzed person cannot embarrass the 
organization by making a commitment not approved by Board of GRUSTEES, 
Joe Harrison asked If Anderson Corners merited official support by DHT 
It was explained that In opinion of Dolly Me Intyre and Mary Dorsey, 
the only ones who had investigated the matter Anderson's Corners should 
be preserved but DHT had only been supporting citizens efforts to save 
It and had not initiated Anything, This led to a discussion that in 
future It would be desirable to have a review committee to select 
which preservation efforts DHT considered worthy of its support, it was 
pointed out kJex that when we are asked for help there is usually no time 
to contact Trustees to get approval because we meet bimonthly and there 
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Is a rush to try to save the site from the bulldpzer. It Is an awkward 

situation to refuse help of any kind when one of DHT functions is to encourage 

local efforts and Interest in preservation. No decision on the matter was 

made. 

12. Pres. Read a letterffrom Ms, Mona Llghtfoot of the 1976 Hemispheric 
Conference for Women expresses interest in investigating the use 

of the Freedom Tower by her organization and asking Dade HerltA^e 
Trust to aid them. Motion was passed in favor of this request, 

13. John Glfeson mentioned Key Biscayne group's Interest in ex-President 
Richard Nixon's Key Biscayne home as a historic site to be preserved 
asked if DHT would support this. No action taken by Board.

16, Meeting adjourned by Ires, Dolly Mc INtyre at 10:45 p.M,

in preservation. Pres. Dolly Me Intyre welcomed them and told ihhem 
of DAde fjeritage Trust and its goals.
